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FOREWORD 


It  will  not  be  news  to  many  of  the  older  descendants  of  Mary  Noyes 
and  Franklin  Rowe  that  in  1911  John  S.  Lawrence  published  the  book, 
“The  Descendants  of  Moses  and  Sarah  Kilham  Porter  of  Pawlet,  Ver¬ 
mont. ” 

Since  Mary  Noyes  was  a  descendant,  fifth  generation,  of  this  couple, 
her  children  and  the  grandchildren,  born  prior  to  1911,  are  recorded  in 
the  “Porter  Book.” 

“Moses  Porter  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  he  was  in  the  battles  of 
Bunker  Hill,  Long  Island,  and  Saratoga  and  at  the  surrender  of  Bur- 
goyne.  He  was  a  Selectman  at  Pawlet  1786  and  1787,  and  a  Deacon  of 
the  Congregational  church”  is  the  description  given  by  Mr.  Lawrence 
on  page  one  of  his  book,  he  gives  in  more  detail  the  Military  Record  of 
Moses  Porter  on  pages  136-140. 

There  are  several  copies  of  the  “Porter  Book”  in  our  branch  of  the 
Rowe  family  and  the  most  recent  catalogue  (No.  465)  I  have  from 
Goodspeed’s  Book  Shop,  18  Beacon  Street,  Boston  8,  Mass.,  lists  the 
book  as  No.  2631,  price  $7.50.  It  may  also  be  found  in  some  libraries. 
Although  there  is  much  in  this  book  not  directly  concerned  with  our  line, 
it  is  a  worthwhile  possession  and  I  feel  Mr.  Lawrence  did  his  work  well. 
You  may  note  in  the  “Authorities”  given  for  information  relative  to  eligi¬ 
bility  for  membership  in  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants  on 
“number  8”  the  only  reference  is  the  Porter  Genealogy  by  Lawrence  and 
this  was  accepted  without  question  by  the  National  Society. 

Having  ascertained  that  the  copyright  on  the  Porter  genealogy  was 
not  renewed  when  it  expired  in  1939,  I  have  felt  at  liberty  to  copy 
short  portions  of  the  book,  giving  credit  to  Mr.  Lawrence  in  such  cases. 

Since  I  joined  the  D.A.R.  in  1943,  I  have  become  interested  in  geneal¬ 
ogy  and  lament  the  scarcity  of  family  records.  We  are,  indeed,  most 
fortunate  that  Mr.  Lawrence  did  us  such  excellent  service  in  tracing  our 
grandmother’s  line  the  five  generations  to  Moses  Porter.  It  was  with  the 
idea  of  performing  a  like  service  for  the  descendants  of  this  same  grand¬ 
mother  and  as  a  memorial  to  her  and  her  husband  that  I  undertook  the 
task  of  compiling  the  records  of  this  line  of  the  Rowe  family,  from  the 
birth  dates  of  our  grandparents  to  the  present-fifty  years  following  their 
deaths. 

To  facilitate  the  keeping  of  further  records  of  your  family,  I  have 
inserted  blank  pages  after  the  record  of  each  child  of  Mary  and  Franklin 
Rowe,  except  in  the  case  of  Edith  Bedford  who  left  no  descendants. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  agricultural  pursuits  and  teaching  were 
the  chief  occupations  of  the  family  until  the  fourth  generation  when,  due 
to  the  changing  times  of  our  Nation,  there  has  been  more  diversification 
in  the  choice  of  occupations. 

My  method  of  compiling  the  records  for  this  family  history:  asking 
each  adult  to  write  his  own  biography,  has  resulted  in  rather  a  wide 
spread  in  the  wordage.  Some  have  chosen  to  give  only  the  records  of 
places  and  dates  while  others  have  given  us  word  pictures  of  their  lives 
that  we  may  feel  a  little  better  acquainted.  Whichever  has  been  your 
choice,  I  thank  you  for  your  help. 

An  incident,  sent  by  Mrs.  Pearl  Goodell  Rowe  Phleger,  came  after  the 
manuscript  was  typed  but  I  feel  it  too  interesting  to  omit,  she  writes  that 
Edith  Rowe  Redford  told  her  that  one  evening  on  the  journey  of  our 
grandparents  from  Walworth  County,  Wis.,  to  Webster  County,  Iowa, 
“they  pitched  their  tent  at  Cherokee  and  during  the  evening  the  one  who 
was  the  youngest  (Edith)  at  the  time  came  near  rolling  down  the  in¬ 
cline  into  the  Sioux  River.  They  started  the  next  mom  back  ‘east’  to  find 
Lizard  Creek.”  Someone  must  have  told  them  they  were  traveling  in  the 
wrong  direction  as  Lizard  Creek  is  not  far  from  where  they  made  their 
first  settlement  in  Iowa. 

Probably  an  explanation  is  due  as  to  why  I  have  given  Walworth 
County,  Wis.,  as  the  birth  place  of  Percy  and  Edith  Rowe.  Both  their 
obituaries  gave  Bloomfield  but  I  could  not  find  such  a  place  on  the  map. 
Edith’s  obituary  read,  “Bloomfield,  Walworth  County,  Wis.”  and  Hiram 
Rowe  had  written  in  1928  that  he,  Percy,  and  Edith  were  born  in  Wal¬ 
worth  County,  Wis.,  therefore  it  seemed  logical  to  use  only  the  name  of 
the  county.  Perhaps  Bloomfield,  Wis.,  is  like  David,  Iowa,  one  of  the 
“ghost”  towns  no  longer  on  the  map. 

Since  Patriotic  Societies  usually  ask  place  and  date  for  each  item,  I 
have  tried  to  supply  both  and  thinking  addresses  might  be  of  present  in¬ 
terest  and  perhaps  of  help  to  some  one  in  the  future,  I  have  included 
them,  realizing  that  many  of  them  may  soon  be  obsolete. 

The  writing  of  this  little  book  has  given  me  some  interesting  ex¬ 
periences.  I  hope  those  of  you  who  read  it  will  find  the  reading  as  pleas¬ 
ant  as  I  have  found  the  writing.

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Velma  Rowe  Coffin 

Franklin  Rowe,  son  of  Lucy  Stillwell  and  Lucian  Rowe,  was  born  in 
Onondaga  County,  New  York,  possibly  at  Manlius  as  his  parents  were 
married  there  March  16,  1826.  Franklin  was  the  youngest  and  eighth 
child,  born  December  30,  1836.  He  was  the  grandson  of  Ebenezer  and 
Mary - Rowe,  his  grandfather  was  born  in  1772  and  died  Febru¬ 

ary  16,  1828  and  is  buried  in  Christ  Church  cemetery  at  Manlius,  New 
York,  his  name  is  in  the  1820  census  but  not  in  that  of  1810  so  he  must 
have  come  to  Onondaga  County  between  those  dates  but  diligent  search 
has  not  been  rewarded  with  further  information  regarding  the  lineage 
of  Franklin  Rowe.  He  had  the  following  brothers  and  sisters,  whose 
names  may  not  be  given  in  order  of  birth:  Elihu,  Thaddeus,  Charlotte, 
Caroline,  Mary,  Martha,  and  Lucy. 

Family  tradition  has  it  that  Lucian  Rowe  was  a  worker  on  a  fruit  boat 
on  Lake  Erie  and  was  either  lost  overboard  or  died  and  was  buried  in  the 
lake.  At  any  rate,  Franklin  became  self-supporting  at  an  early  age.  His 
eldest  son,  in  1928,  wrote  that  Franklin  started  “railroading  which  he 
followed  for  five  years  and  went  out  on  strike  and  never  took  up  railroad 
work  again.  He  was  advised  by  the  superintendent  to  stay  as  he  had 
been  treated  fair  as  he  had  an  engine  at  19  years  of  age.  But  his  elder 
brother,  Elihu,  was  farming  in  Wisconsin  and  he  went  out  there  where 
he  met  and  married  Mary  Noyes.  He  rented  land  for  several  years  during 
which  time  three  children,  Hiram,  Percy  and  Edith  were  born  in  Wal¬ 
worth  County,  Wisconsin. 

“In  1865  he  and  his  wife  decided  to  go  farther  west— to  Kansas— and 
started  with  that  end  in  view,  traveling  in  a  covered  wagon,  drawn  by 
horses.  The  wagon  contained  their  household  goods.  On  their  way  they 
decided  to  stop  in  Iowa  instead  of  going  to  Kansas. 
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“He  homesteaded  80  acres,  in  Webster  County,  a  mile  or  two  west  of 
where  Clare  now  stands  and  there  Alice  was  born  in  a  sod  house.  He 
used  oxen  a  number  of  seasons  which  were  very  wet  and  being  hard  up 
and  discouraged  he  traded  the  land  for  a  team  of  horses  and  $100.00.  A 
little  later  he  went  to  Fort  Dodge  and  teamed  for  two  years,1  then  rented 
the  Keting2  farm,  east  of  the  present  location  of  Clare,  where  Lois  was 
born  Dec.  13,  1872.  Later  he  bought  an  80  in  the  southwest  quarter  of 

Section  36,  R.  30,  Twp.  91,  at  $7.00  an  acre,  breaking  this  up  and  adding 
to  it,  he  resided  here  until  his  death.  Clarence  and  Ruby  were  born  on 
this  place.” 

Mr.  Rowe  was  a  man  of  rugged  physical  build,  practically  a  stranger 
to  illness,  of  medium  height,  with  a  heavy  shock  of  hair  and  a  beard  worn 
after  the  style  of  President  Grant.  He  had  an  active  mind  and  strong 
convictions  but  was  a  good  mixer  and  well  liked  and  respected  by  his 
neighbors.  He  would  go  the  “second  mile”  to  avoid  trouble.  He  liked 
a  good  fast  horse  and  it  was  a  delight  to  his  grandchildren  to  be  allowed 
to  ride  home  from  church  with  “grandpa”  as  he,  in  his  “road  wagon” 
drove  faster  than  their  father  with  his  surrey  load  of  passengers. 

He  was  honest  in  his  religious  and  political  views,  a  charter  member 
and  staunch  supporter  of  the  Weaver  Congregational  church,  both  with 
his  presence  and  his  purse.  He  was  a  Republican  in  politics  and  used 
neither  liquor  nor  tobacco.  He  was  clean  in  his  speech,  to  the  exclusion 
of  even  the  common  slang  expressions.  He  took  life  seriously  yet  had  a 
sense  of  humor  and  appreciated  a  harmless  practical  joke.  One  of  his 
few  letters,  written  to  his  youngest  daughter  when  she  was  nine  and 
visiting  her  married  sister,  Lois,  at  Livermore,  illustrates  the  lighter  vein 
he  sometimes  took  in  talking  to  his  grandchildren.  His  favorite  Mother 
Goose  rhyme  to  repeat  to  them  seems  to  have  been,  “I  went  to  London 
to  get  me  a  wife”  and  the  tale  of  bringing  her  home  on  a  wheel  barrow. 
His  understanding  of  a  young  man's  wish  to  make  his  own  decisions  is 
shown  in  the  letter  to  his  youngest  son,  Clarence,  nicknamed  “Cad”  or 
“Caddy”  these  letters  will  be  found  on  pages  8  and  9. 

By  1893,  when  the  World's  Fair  was  held  in  Chicago,  there  were  only 
three  of  the  seven  children  left  at  home:  Edith  or  Dee,  Clarence  or  Cady 
and  Ruby,  a  child  of  ten  years.  It  was  decided  the  family  should  under¬ 
take  a  visit  to  the  Fair,  though  the  mother  was  not  in  the  best  of  health, 
and  Ruby  remembers  her  father's  interest  in  the  Railroad  display  of 
engines  and  her  mother's  appreciation  of  the  Moody  and  Sankey  service 
attended  on  Sunday  as  well  as  her  own  delight  in  the  music  she  heard. 

In  only  three  years,  the  mother's  health  was  to  fail  completely  and  the 
father's  devotion  to  her  welfare  and  companionship  confined  his  outside

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activities  to  his  business  dealings  and  his  church  attendance.  His  sudden 
death  of  pneumonia,  just  twenty  days  following  that  of  his  wife,  was  a 
heart  breaking  shock  to  his  children.  He  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Union 
Cemetery  at  Humboldt,  Iowa,  beside  the  wife  he  had  cherished  for 
nearly  forty -five  years. 

Mary  Elizabeth  Noyes,  daughter  of  Nancy  Page  Warren  and  Charles 
Augustus  Noyes,  was  born  June  13,  1839,  at  Hebron,  McHenry  County, 
Ill.,  her  mother  died  when  she  was  a  child  and  she  grew  up  in  the  home 
of  her  father’s  sister,  Sophia  Noyes,  who  married  David  B.  Hinsdale  at 
Pompey  Hill,  Onondaga  County,  New  York,  April  11,  1839.  This  seems 
to  have  been  a  home  of  wealth  as  she  was  sent  to  the  Academy  for  her 
schooling  where  she  studied  Latin  and  the  classics.  She  taught  school 
before  her  marriage.  She  related  to  her  children  the  information  that  her 
uncle  David’s  house  had  a  ballroom  and  a  grand  piano  and  in  a  scrap  of 
her  diary  that  has  survived  she  wrote  in  1864,  Dec.  3rd,  “Saturday  eve¬ 
ning  has  again  come  round!  This  brings  to  mind  that  sweet  poem,  ‘Cot¬ 
ter’s  Saturday  Night.’  How  often  I  have  enjoyed  reading  this  at  this 
hour!  I  wonder  if  I  shall  ever  open  the  door  to  Uncle  David’s  library 
again  and  take  down  from  the  case  dear  Burns  or  Bunyan  or  any  of 
those  old  friends,  I  dare  say  they  lie  there  as  quietly  as  was  their  want, 
ere  I  entered  there.  It  matters  not  how  mute  are  the  strings  of  the  Harps 
They  strung,  They  have  Harps  tuned  to  Heavenly  harmonies,  They  sing 
their  minstrel  lays  to  God  and  The  Lamb,  Holy!  Holy!  is  the  Lamb  that 
was  slain!” 

Her  father  gave  her  the  choice  of  music  or  painting  lessons  and  she 
chose  the  painting.  She  had  a  sweet  singing  voice.  She  loved  poetry  and 
this  same  diary  of  1864  gives  her  ideas  on  the  subject.  She  used  to  recite 
poetry  to  her  own  and  the  neighbor’s  children  and  one  woman,  Mabel 
Morse  Goodell  VanBuren,  nearing  her  80’s,  still  recalls  her  childhood 
joy  in  those  poems. 


TOMORROW 

“ Who  says  tomorrow  still  is  mine? 

As  if  his  eye  could  peer 
Through  the  thick  mists  of  future  time 
And  trace  out  life's  career ! 

Tomorrow  stranger  it  may  he ,  a  phantom 
Never  grasped  by  thee. 

Hast  thou  not  seen  the  eager  child 
The  butterfly  pursue? 

He  almost  grasped  it ,  as  he  smiled 
It  vanished  from  his  view— 
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And  oh;  has  not  tomorrow  seemed  to  some 
As  near  yet  never  beamed? 

How  cans’ t  tell  tomorrow’s  sun 
Will  shine  around  thy  path? 

Thy  mortal  work  may  then  be  done. 

And  thou  mayst  sleep  in  death. 

O!  say  not  then  tomorrow’s  mine 
The  present  hour  alone  is  thine. 

Where  is  tomorrow  hidden  deep? 

From  human  ear  or  eye 
Or  who  shall  smile  or  who  shall  weep 
No  mortal  may  desern 
But  he  who  lives  upon  tomorrow 
May  often  drink  the  cup  of  sorrow. 

And  should  tomorrow  never  rise 
What  other  scenes  would  meet  thee 
Were  Earth  to  vanish  from  thine  eyes 
Would  Heaven’s  bright  splendors  greet  thee? 

Oh!  then  it  matters  not  to  thee! 

E’en  should  tomorrow  never  be.” 

Friday  23rd 

I  have  just  read  this  little  poem  which  I  copied  from  memory.  I  learned 
to  rehearse  these  verses  years  ago,  when  I  was  not  more  than  ten  or 
eleven.  I  think  it  is  a  sweet  little  strain  from  some  forgotten  harp,  I  have 
never  seen  it  in  print  since.  Father  used  to  require  we  three  older  ones  to 
commit  to  memory  poetry  from  the  best  authors,  it  was  something  of  a 
task  then!  But  now  a  pleasant  pastime  to  repeat  what  I  have  treasured 
up,  I  think  this  method  is  good  for  it  cultivates  the  memory.  It  is  very 
cold.  The  cars  (train?)  came  in  for  the  first  time  in  several  days.  Neigh¬ 
bor  Brown  gave  us  a  call,  said  he  read  that  the  President  had  made  a 
call  of  three  hundred  thousand. 

December  Thursday  1st 

“The  closing  month  of  the  year  eighteen  sixty-four  is  begun.  The  twelve 
months  will  have  borne  their  record  on  high  and  there  will  stand  to  wit¬ 
ness  for  or  against.  Today  is  the  first  day  of  winter,  but  we  cannot  see  or 
feel  his  presence,  the  ground  is  bare  and  the  air  quite  warm.  I  hope  we 
may  not  see  very  cold  weather  for  the  next  three  months.  'And  an  early 
spring/  But  we  will  be  contented  with  what  the  Lord  chooses  to  give. 
'There  is  a  Providence  in  all  things.  The  surest  way  to  rec’v  the  highest 
good  designed  is  to  meet  it  in  the  right  spirit.  Do  just  what  love,  con- 
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science  and  duty  dictate/  Am  reading  a  little  book  called  the  Mind  of 
Jesus.  Help  me,  Lord,  to  read  it  to  my  souls  good.  First  day,  I  have  com¬ 
passion  on  the  multitude,  Mark  eighth  Chap,  second  verse,  if  our  Blessed 
Lord  could  have  such  compassion  on  such  a  wicked  world,  how  ought 
we  to  have  compassion:  one  to  another.  ‘Let  his  mind  be  in  us  which 
was  in  Christ  Jesus / 

Hiram  is  gaining  knowledge  quite  fast,  and  is  more  obedient,  I  think 
he  begins  to  feel  it  a  duty  to  obey;  Help  me  to  pray  rightly,  Lord,  for 
this  dear  child  Thou  has  lent  to  us. 

Friday  Dec.  2nd 

Just  finished  reading  the  remarks  for  the  second  day  upon  the  text 
‘Not  my  will,  but  Thine  be  done,  Luke  twenty  second,  forty  second, 
‘Help  us,  Lord,  to  arm  ourselves  likewise  with  the  same  mind/  I  have 
not  been  patient,  once  in  particular,  I  remember  of  getting  angry  and 
for  such  a  little  thing!  Lord,  when  shall  I  be  stronger,  I  must  come  off 
conquer,  ‘through  Christ  who  strengthens  me!’  If  I  control  not  the  self¬ 
hood,  how  can  I  master  the  immortal  minds  which  I  have  in  my  keep¬ 
ing!  I  say  I  must  conquer  and  I  will!  Thou,  Lord,  being  my  helper,  Lord, 
the  burden  of  our  prayers  is  that  we  may  lay  fast  hold  of  the  Abrahamic 
promise,  Having  faith  in  our  Covenant  Keeping  God!  Help  us  to  pray 
rightly  for  Blessings  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit  upon  our  little  ones,  May  They 
Know  Thee  early  O  God!  and  serve  Thee  all  their  days! 

Help  Thou  us  to  keep  the  vows  which  we  have  made  unto  Thee  con¬ 
cerning  these  our  dear  children  that  we  will  bring  them  up  for  our  Lord. 

Thursday  22nd 

The  sun  has  shone  pleasantly  but  the  air  is  cold.  Conference  was  held 
to  Mr.  Stilson’s.  Husband  attended.  The  church  is  preparing  to  keep  the 
evenings  next  week  sacred  in  prayer.  I  think  this  is  a  good  thing.  May 
our  God  be  with  us.  Hiram  repeated  the  rhyme  on  the  little  star, 
Twinkle,  twinkle  little  star!  &  he  was  highly  elated  to  think  he  could  do  it 
alone.  Hiram  was  three  the  seventh  of  this  month,  he  can  spell  out  words 
and  I  hope  will  soon  learn  to  read,  then  he  can  learn  much  good  from 
books/’ 

All  of  Mary  Noyes  Rowe’s  children  grew  up  to  love  reading  and  with 
an  appreciation  of  good  books. 

Her  father  went  to  Calif,  at  the  time  of  the  “Gold  Rush”  and  was 
there  during  the  years  1850-1853  and  again  in  1858-1872.  Of  him  it  is  said, 
“Mr.  Noyes  is  described  as  genial,  fond  of  companionship  and  very  willing 
to  make  personal  sacrifices  to  help  others.  As  a  pioneer,  he  was  adven¬ 
turous  and  fearless  and  of  noteworthy  moral  character.”— John  J.  Law¬ 
rence. 
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A  few  bits  of  information  regarding  the  early  days  of  Mary  and  Frank¬ 
lin  Rowe  in  Iowa  have  survived.  Doubtless  they  underwent  most  of  the 
hardships  common  to  those  brave  pioneers  who  settled  on  the  Iowa 
prairies  one  hundred  years  ago.  We  can  hardly  imagine  the  faith  and 
courage  it  must  have  taken  to  start  for  an  unknown  destination,  over 
trails  through  seemingly  limitless  stretches  of  unbroken  grass  lands, 
making  camp  each  night  and  doing  the  cooking  over  an  open  fire,  with 
the  further  handicap  of  an  ailing  infant  and  little  boys  of  two  and  four 
years.  It  must  have  been  a  stem  determination  that  held  them  to  their 
purpose  until  they  reached  Webster  County,  Iowa. 

From  their  mode  of  travel  and  the  fact  that  they  carried  their  house¬ 
hold  goods  in  one  wagon,  we  know  that  money  was  not  plentiful  when 
they  decided  to  settle  near  the  present  town  of  Clare.  However,  they  did 
have  enough  cash  to  buy  lumber  for  a  house  and  this  lumber  was  piled 
near  a  stream  where  the  County  workers  had  left  planks  for  a  bridge. 
Before  work  could  be  started  on  the  house,  one  of  Iowa’s  sudden  cloud 
bursts  struck  and  the  stream  rose  until  it  engulfed  both  the  lumber  for 
the  Rowe  house  and  the  bridge  material  and  carried  them  away. 

There  was  nothing  left  to  do  except  to  construct  a  sod  house,  in  this 
primitive  dwelling  Alice  A.  Rowe  was  born. 

It  has  been  said  that  a  “soddie”  was  well  adapted  to  a  treeless  country 
as  it  was  comparatively  cool  in  summer  and  warm  in  winter.  However, 
those  who  held  that  opinion  were  not  considering  the  lack  of  light  nor 
the  problem  of  maintaining  even  a  low  standard  of  sanitation,  and  the 
endless  fight  for  cleanliness  was  multiplied  many  times  in  the  sod  house. 

Mary  must  have  been  discouraged  at  times  when  her  children  were 
so  homesick  that  it  is  related  Percy  would  rock  in  the  rocking  chair  they 
had  brought  with  them  and  ask,  “Ma,  don’t  you  love  your  little  boys  any 
more?”  However,  she  was  a  devout  woman  and  kept  her  faith  in  God  in 
spite  of  the  hardships. 

Old  photos  of  Mary  at  the  age  of  about  eighteen  show  her  with  a  long 
watch  chain.  The  watch  at  the  end  of  that  chain  went,  during  those  first 
hard  years  in  Iowa,  to  buy  a  cow,  valued  at  $50.00  so  the  children  could 
have  milk.  But  the  family  became  so  pressed  for  money  that  the  cow 
was  sold  to  get  them  through  the  winter. 

In  spite  of  the  hardships,  their  financial  condition  improved  somewhat 
and  in  1876  they  made  a  down  payment  on  the  80  acres  in  Weaver  Twp., 
Humboldt  County  where  the  land  was  underlaid  with  limestone  and 
thus  the  drainage  was  better  than  where  they  had  been  in  Webster 
County.  Here  they  built  a  five  room  house  which  served  until  1887  when 
the  present  house  was  erected  before  any  of  the  children  married. 

The  Humboldt  County  History  of  1884  tells  of  the  business  started 
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three  miles  west  of  the  Rowe  home  in  the  following,  “One  of  the  largest 
and  most  prominent  industries  of  this  township  (Weaver)  is  that  of 
the  Pioneer  Hay  Press  Company.  This  company  which  is  under  the  man¬ 
agement  of  Mr.  Waller,  commenced  business  here  in  the  fall  of  1882, 
and  has  the  largest  establishment  of  the  kind  in  the  northwest.  The  press 
building  is  40  by  120  feet  in  size,  with  two  storage  barns,  one  50  by  100 
feet,  and  the  other  40  by  60  feet,  which  have  a  capacity  of  holding  some 
1,500  tons  of  the  baled  commodity.  Besides  these  immense  structures, 
there  is  a  boarding  house  for  the  employees,  and  office  and  three  dwell¬ 
ings.  An  average  of  forty  men  are  kept  constantly  employed  here,  and 
when  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity,  about  thirty  tons  of  hay  per  day 
are  turned  out.”  For  several  years  the  eldest  son,  Hiram  Rowe,  was  fore¬ 
man  of  the  camp  during  the  work  season  and  night  watchman  during 
the  winter. 

Hiram  Rowe  was  married  on  Dec.  19,  1888  and  took  his  bride  to  live 
in  a  small  new  house,  painted  yellow,  located  across  the  section,  east, 
from  his  parents’  home.  The  following  October  found  Percy  in  his  own 
home,  less  than  a  half  mile  from  the  old  homestead  and  by  mid-year  of 
1892  both  Alice  and  Lois  were  married  and  only  three  children  remained 
in  the  old  home.  About  1896  Clarence  went  to  Milford,  Iowa,  where  he 
farmed  for  a  year  or  so. 

In  September,  1900,  Cady  married  and  established  his  home  within 
three  miles  of  the  old  home  and  for  the  next  five  years  only  Edith  and 
Ruby  were  at  home.  During  much  of  this  time,  Ruby  was  at  school 
either  at  Livermore  High  School  or  at  Des  Moines  where  she  studied 
piano.  This  left  Dee  with  the  care  of  her  invalid  mother  and  the  house¬ 
keeping  tasks  on  a  farm. 

In  the  autumn  of  1896,  Mary  Rowe,  who  had  been  in  poor  health  for 
years,  suffered  a  stroke  which  paralyzed  her  entire  right  side,  limiting 
her  activities  to  a  wheel  chair  for  the  remaining  nine  years  of  her  life. 
Her  eyesight  had  been  poor  for  years  and  following  the  stroke  she  was 
unable  to  read.  In  those  days,  before  telephones,  radios,  and  autos,  when 
callers  were  few  on  a  farm,  she  indeed  had  use  for  the  Bible  verses  and 
poems  she  had  committed  to  memory  in  her  earlier  years.  Her  mind  re¬ 
mained  keen  and  she  took  an  active  interest  in  all  the  affairs  of  the  house¬ 
hold  and  she  patiently  endured  and  corrected  the  stumbling  reading  of 
her  grandchildren  as  they  tried  to  convey  to  her  the  items  from  the 
Christian  Advocate  or  read  her  favorite  91st  Psalm  or  the  Gospel  of  John. 
In  the  nine  years  no  one  heard  a  word  of  complaint  from  her  lips.  Doubt¬ 
less  it  was  with  this  in  mind  that  her  son-in-law,  Henry  S.  Stone,  wrote  in 
1928,  (23  years  following  her  death),  “She  was  a  woman  of  unusual 
character,  a  devout  Christian— and  by  that  I  mean  not  in  words  but  in 
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deeds,  living  a  Christian  life  with  all  that  implies— sacrificing  herself  to 
her  family  and  friends,  hospitable,  generous  to  a  fault,  her  latchstring  was 
always  out  to  the  tired  and  weary,  the  hungry  or  homeless,  giving  freely  of 
her  time  and  strength  to  those  in  need,  whether  it  was  labor  or  words  of 
cheer  or  consolation,  of  a  loveable  disposition  (these  things  are  attested 
by  her  neighbors  who  knew  her  intimately),  she  was  of  frail  stature 
but  went  through  the  trials  and  hardships  of  pioneer  life  cheerfully  and 
uncomplainingly  and  through  all  this  did  not  lose  her  charitable,  loving, 
Christian  disposition,  living  a  life  which  was  an  example  to  everyone. 

There  was  never  a  case  of  sorrow  or  trouble  in  which  she  would  not 
stretch  forth  an  open  hand  to  alleviate  with  words  of  comfort  or  physical 
help  as  far  as  in  her  power  to  do  so.” 

At  the  time  of  the  death  of  this  worthy  couple,  it  was  written  of  Mary 
Noyes  Rowe,  “a  pioneer  woman  of  noblest  character,  strong  mind,  and 
a  polished  stone  for  the  Master's  building”  and  of  Franklin  Rowe,  “All 
who  knew  him  esteemed  him  and  the  number  of  them  had  grown  great 
in  the  third  of  a  century  that  he  had  lived  in  the  one  place,  transform¬ 
ing,  with  the  help  of  his  family,  a  tract  of  prairie  into  one  of  the  most 
excellent  homes  where  the  seven  children  grew  to  manhood  and  woman¬ 
hood  that  stand  as  guarantees  of  order,  virtue  and  human  kindness  where 
ever  they  may  dwell.”  “The  family  will  certainly  have  the  deepest  sym¬ 
pathy  of  the  entire  community  of  which  they  have  so  long  been  honored 
members.” 

LETTERS 


April  4th  1892 

Dear  Ruby 

I  wrote  one  letter  to  you  and  told  you  that  we  could  not  find  you  any¬ 
where  about  the  house  or  barn.  Since  you  left  us  we  have  grown  older  & 
I  thought  maybe  you  would  want  to  see  us  again  before  we  die.  We  miss 
you  in  the  morning  &  evening  it  is  pretty  hard  to  have  you  and  Loie 
leave  us.  We  are  in  hopes  you  will  come  back,  we  don't  expect  Loie  will 
come  home  to  stay  again  unless  Henry  should  die  but  we  can't  hardly  get 
along  without  you.  Every  morning  when  the  Roosters  crow  I  think  they 
are  saying,  RuBee  RuBee  RuBee  and  the  birds  are  the  same  way,  every¬ 
thing  seems  to  be  calling  you.  It  is  too  bad  you  left  us,  if  the  Roads  come 
good  we  are  going  to  try  &  hunt  you  up  &  then  we  want  to  put  in  our  oats. 
I  tell  you  it  makes  a  lot  of  worry  to  your  ma  &  pa,  your  leaving  us  in  our 
old  age  but  there  is  one  good  thing  about  it,  De  gives  me  your  hot  cakes 
in  the  morning  but  that  only  makes  me  think  of  you.  We  hope  you  will 
keep  up  courage  if  you  are  lonesome  &  see  if  you  can't  stand  it  as  well 
as  your  Ma  &  Pa. 
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It  is  awful  muddy,  I  am  going  out  a  little  way  this  morning  &  Cady 
will  go  to  Pioneer  to  mail  this.  I  want  to  tell  you  to  have  Loie  and  Henry 
mind  &  the  love  I  send  to  you  is  part  of  it  for  them. 

From  your  loving  Pa 

July  31/1896 

"Dear  Caddy 

Your  mother  has  sorta  over  done  it.  I  wasn’t  going  to  tell  you  what  to 
do  but  tell  you  that  I  thought  we  could  cut  stalks  enough  to  take  the 
stock  through,  yours  with  the  rest.  It  looks  now  as  though  I  would  have 
to  buy  a  McCormick  corn  binder  to  cut  the  corn  its  blown  down  so  bad. 
I  think  you  had  best  not  sell  your  Binder.  I  will  come  up  &  help  you 
move  if  necessary.  If  you  work  land  you  will  need  a  binder.

The  letter  to  Cady  that  his  mother  had  written  the  day  his  father  wrote 
the  above  is: 

"Friday  July  31,  ’96 

Dear  Cady— 

This  is  the  last  day  of  July  1896  and  its  a  sappy  day,  rained  all  night 
and  the  sun  hasn’t  shown  his  face  this  morning.  It  rains  every  other  day; 
nearly  equal  to  the  first  years  here.  The  boys  can’t  get  ahead  very  fast 
with  their  work.  As  Talmage  said,  ‘don’t  matter  its  only  for  a  little  while.’ 

Wonder  if  you  have  rain  &  things  the  same  way?  After  Election  we 
may  have  a  general  smash  up  or  break  down  or  see  the  Elephant  or: 
Well  I  don’t  look  for  things  any  worse  and  maybe  much  better.  We 
have  this  consolation,  we  won’t  have  to  wait  much  longer. 

I  believe  I  wrote  the  fore  part  of  the  week.  But  your  father  asked 
me  to  write  &  he  would  finish  it  for  he  wants  to  tell  you  somethings, 
what  he  would  like  you  to  do  so  will  leave  the  rest  of  the  sheet.  Much 
love  &  best  wishes.  Lovingly  Mother 

Following  is  the  letter  to  Ruby,  from  her  mother,  that  accompanied  the 
one  written  to  her  by  her  father. 

Darling  Ruby 

I  don’t  know  what  Pa  has  written,  but  I  doubt  not  its  a  lover’s  wail,  a 
great  deal  of  missing. 

The  wind-mill  has  fallen. 

It  was  a  rough  April  fool  &  an  expensive  one.  It  came  down  with  a 
crash  at  a  quarter  of  nine  Friday  morning.  Cady  &  I  were  alone  in  the 
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kitchen  when  it  fell.  Cady  had  just  been  across  its  path  twice  a  few  min¬ 
utes  before. 

It  broke  off  at  its  anchorage  and  fell  with  its  old  head  across  the 
clothes  line.  Tore  up  the  platform  to  the  well,  pulled  up  its  pump  & 
broke  some  of  the  pipe.  We  got  Mr.  Heather  to  fix  the  pump  so  the  well 
runs  better  than  usual  &  we  talk  of  splicing  ten  feet  on  to  the  bottom  of 
the  tower  making  it  ten  feet  above  the  trees.  Then  it  will  run  better. 

Well  now  what  pranks  did  you  play  on  Henry  and  Loda?  Nothing 
serious  I  hope.  Pa  got  me  a  brand  new  gingham  for  my  “April  fool.”  We 
all  miss  you  very  much.  I  sometimes  put  on  your  plate  &  at  night  first 
one  &  then  another  says,  ‘O!  I  do  wish  she  were  here/ 

D  says,  ‘Tell  Ruby  I  will  surely  be  up  the  first  day  I  can  get  over 
the  roads/  Pa  has  traded  the  big  horse  for  a  Mustang  team  of  Mr.  Law 
&  D  can  drive  them. 

I  have  no  more  time  for  I  have  an  urgent  letter  to  write  to  Alie. 

Goodbye  with  much  love  for  you  &  Loda  &  Henry.” 

On  this  same  visit  at  Livermore  Ruby  received  another  letter  from 
her  mother.  This  seems  to  be  the  place  for  it. 

March  29-92 

Dear  daughter  Ruby. 

I  can't  tell  you  how  glad  I  was  to  get  your  nice  long  letter,  Willie 
brought  it  to  me.  And  don’t  you  believe,  Pa,  Cady,  &  D  had  to  look  it 
over  &  make  a  fuss  and  laugh  about  it.  They  felt  almost  as  though  it 
was  their  own.  And  the  end  of  it  all  is,  I  sent  it  to  Utah  to  Alie. 

You  must  be  having  a  grand  time  in  those  old  woods.  Their  history 
is  a  secret,  and  you  may  never  know  how  old  this  tree  or  that  one  yonder 
is,  nor  the  old  oak  by  Loda’s  door. 

You  don’t  know  as  much  about  them  as  the  birdies,  perhaps  some  dear 
little  robin  could  tell  you  how  he  helped  his  mate,  one  year,  make  a 
nice  little  nest  on  that  limb  not  very  far  up.  Or  a  blue  jay  could  tell 
you  that  in  that  tree  he  robbed  his  neighbor,  blackbird,  of  his  nest, 
because  he  was  too  lazy  to  build  one. 

The  birdies;  the  birdies;  how  they  have  sung  there  in  the  spring  to 
their  mates  for  ages:  and  in  the  falls  have  congregated  there  to  talk  over 
and  decide  where  to  spend  their  winters.  A  good  many  of  the  dear 
birdies  must  have  returned. 

I  just  thought  what  an  awful  catastrophy  it  would  be  should  they 
fail  to  come.  It  is  so  nice  to  go  down  to  the  river  and  get  shells,  I  have 
lived  so  much  by  water,  I  don’t  know  as  you  can  tell  me  anything  new 
(about)  that. 

Have  you  gathered  any  of  last  year’s  acorns?  Sometimes  I  have  found 
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holes  where  little  squirrels  lived  in  the  winter.  You  can  see  their  house¬ 
keeping.  Look!  there  are  some  leaves  and  a  lot  of  nut  shells  which  once 
contained  such  sweet  kernels.  The  squirrels  know  the  sweetest  nuts  bet¬ 
ter  than  boys. 

Once  in  a  while  you  may  find  a  deserted  hole  with  the  nuts  untouched 
&  you  are  glad  ‘for  the  find/  But  I  can  assure  you  there  is  a  sad  little 
secret  about  that  hole.  Some  dear  little  squirrel  must  have  lost  his  life, 
by  a  hunter’s  gun  or  become  prey  of  some  dog,  cat  or  some  uglier 

animal. 

The  flowers  are  prettiest  that  grow  in  the  woods,  where  they  can  get 
a  little  sunshine  and  they  come  earlier  than  on  the  prairie.  I  have  had 
whole  sets  of  dishes  made  of  acorns.  I  wish  the  trees  had  on  their  leaves 
so  you  could  learn  the  different  kinds  in  this  way.  It  is  quite  a  book  in 
Nature.  I  like  a  noble  oak  very  much.  There  are  many  more  beautiful  and 
many  grander  trees.  The  mountaineer  loves  his  pine,  some  the  elm  with 
its  wide  spreading  branches,  but  give  me  my  old  oak  tree.  I  guess  it  is 
time  to  return  from  the  wood. 

D  is  making  cookies  and  pies.  Pa  &  Cady  are  seeding.  Wonder  what 
Henry  is  doing.  I  have  finished  a  letter  to  Alie,  she  has  sent  another 
picture,  the  three  girls  and  herself,  makes  four  in  the  group.  Alie  says 
a  little  bird  comes  &  by  his  chirp  wakes  her  most  mornings.  D  will 
write  the  news  and  tell  when  she  will  come  for  you,  I  can’t  come  just 
now,  when  it  comes  warm  weather.  Loie,  have  you  Alie’s  piece,  “Silent 
Forces?”  If  not,  we’ve  lost  it.  I  am  much  obliged  for  your  nice  letter,  I 
wish  mine  was  half  as  good.  It  is  raining.  If  we  can’t  come  up  we  will 
write  there  any  way. 

Did  you  go  to  meeting?  Did  Loda  curl  your  hair  for  the  surprise?  And 
did  you  wear  your  new  dress?  Now,  Ruby,  don’t  say  you  can’t  read 
such  writing,  I  don’t  like  to  see  a  lady’s  hand  large  but  I  like  it  plain. 
Mother  remembers  you  after  &  at  prayers.  Love  Mother” 

A  few  of  Mary  Rowe’s  other  letters  have  survived  the  nearly  sixty 
years  since  they  were  written.  These  are  all  dated  1896  and  it  was  in 
the  autumn  of  that  year  she  suffered  the  stroke  which  put  an  end  to  all 
activities  that  depended  on  the  use  of  her  right  side. 

Perhaps  the  time  they  were  written  caused  these  last  letters  to  be 
treasured  and  passed  on  to  her  grandchildren.  Edith  Rowe  Sampson  has 
supplied  those  written  to  Alice  Rowe  Johnson  and  Viona  Rowe  Greene 
those  written  to  her  father,  Cady  Rowe.  It  has  seemed  wiser  to  delete  a 
few  lines  but  nothing  has  been  added  to  these  messages  from  our  be¬ 
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loved  grandmother  and  to  the  older  grandchildren  they  will,  doubtless 
bring  to  memory  events,  such  as  the  windmill’s  fall,  the  grain  stacks  burn¬ 
ing,  the  Bryon  and  McKinley  caps,  long  unrecalled  or  only  half  remem¬ 
bered. 


Dear  Alie 


Jan.  2,  96 


Your  letter  of  20  is  before  me  I  meant  to  have  done  better  in  writing 
but  with  corn  husking  &  a  month  of  revival  meetings,  we,  D  &  I  have 
not  had  time  to  sleep  as  much  as  we  need.  The  man,  I  suppose  you  know, 
is  rather  peculiar  but  the  one  for  the  place.  He  treated  these  three 
churches  as  more  or  less  paralyzed.  After  arousing  them  he  has  saved,  I 
believe,  100  for  pardon  and  sanctification. 

When  a  child  comes  to  years  of  understanding  he  must  be  born  again, 
must  be  converted,  the  creed  of  the  Episcopal  church  (in  which  she 
grew  up)  won’t  stand,  Alie  be  sound  right  here.  “Ye  must  be  born 
again.” 

I  enjoy  all  you  say  about  the  children  and  promise  myself  every  time 
to  write  to  them— I  went  out  to  Albion’s  teeter  board  last  night,  there 
was  only  part  of  it  there  &  then  I  went  to  Ebenezer,  the  tree,  it  is  all 
right.  Judge  (her  Great  Dane)  ran  after  me,  Albion,  &  jumped  upon  me 
with  his  great  paws.  He  is  very  large  now  &  has  such  eyes  for  a  dog,  I 
feed  him  twice  a  day.  Little  Helen,  I  would  like  to  have  kept  you  but 
stay  near  Albion,  twill  be  better  so. 

Aunt  D  is  at  Livermore,  when  she  comes  home  we  will  tell  all  the  news 
about  aunt  Loie  &  the  rest.  Now  I  will  do  better  writing.  Was  to  Percy’s 
to  dinner  yesterday,  they  were  well— Hiram  wasn’t,  I  am  going  over 
there  now.— Don’t  know  what  I  have  written.  Mother.” 


“Monday  September  25,  ’96 

Dear  Alie 

The  sun  is  nearly  down,  but  I  can  borrow  a  few  of  its  remaining  rays 
to  write  with  tonight  &  finish  tomorrow.  Your  piece  of  a  letter  we  rec’d 
Saturday,  I  had  been  expecting  one  for  some  time.  Have  been  poorly 
since  the  autumn  days  came. 

There  are  only  a  few  days  in  which  to  work.  When  the  heart  is  brave 
and  young.  Our  preacher  said  a  week  ago  Sunday,  the  biggest  thing 
one  could  do  was  to  do  patiently  what  they  found  to  do  about  them. 
As  Bro.  Langdel  used  to  put  it,  ‘do  the  thing  that  lies  next  you.’  There 
is  a  wonderful  promise  Psalms  eighty-four,  the  eleventh  verse,  ‘No  good 
thing  will  He  withhold  from  them  that  walk  uprightly.’  What  we  call 
‘good’  our  Heavenly  Father  may,  in  Mercy,  withhold  from  us.  No,  we 
won’t  have  our  own  way.  You  know  Madam  Gyon’s  will  was  so  com- 
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pletely  swallowed  that  she  counted  the  stones  in  the  Bastile,  our  prison 
wall,  rubies  and  diamonds,  its  so  little  while  if  we  can  be  patient. 

Last  night  I  slept  with  Ruby  in  you  girls'  room,  in  the  night  I  went 
over  the  past,  back,  back.  We  must  have  every  inch  of  our  lives  conse¬ 
crated  to  God's  service.  Our  Master  said,  He  that  will  come  after  me, 
let  him  deny  himself  and  take  up  his  cross  daily  and  follow  me.  He  that 
would  save  his  life  shall  lose  it  but  he  that  would  lose  his  life  for 
my  sake  and  the  gospels,  the  same  shall  save  it. 

Dear  I  stopt  here  last  night.  This  morning  it  is  so  bright.  Our  preacher 
said,  Sunday,  the  Millennium  would  be  here  as  soon  as  we  were  ready 
for  it,  when  we  could  toe  the  mark  &  read  our  titles  clear  ‘to  mansions  in 
the  sky.’  He  tells  us  God  has  been  waiting  for  us  a  long  time,  Tor  us  to 
be  ready  for  the  morning  dawn.  Well,  dear,  we  will  be  quiet,  but  when 
it  comes,  Hallelujah!  Amen. 

Hiram  has  gone  to  Clare  &  left  his  three  little  girls  here,  they  have 
on  each  a  Bryon  cap,  Hiram  is  for  silver,  Percy  for  gold,  &  Cady  and 
Ruby  wears  a  McKinley  cap.  I  think  it  will  be  pretty  warm  in  Novem¬ 
ber.  Cady  expects  to  be  home  in  the  last  of  the  month.  He  will  vote  for 
McKinley.  He  hasn't  sold.  He  don't  write  often.  Loie  &  the  babies  were 
last  week  at  the  Fair.  We  are  all  well.  Write  soon.  Lovingly  &  Prayer¬ 
fully  Mother 

Ebeneezer  is  growing.  The  preacher's  sermon  was  1  Samuel  7-12.” 

The  letters  to  Cady  Rowe  were  written  in  1896  while  he  was  farming 
at  Milford,  Iowa. 


Monday,  March  30,  '96 

Dear  Cady 

I  wrote  you  the  27  but  didn't  send  it  and  this  morning  I  am  quite  sick 
but  will  write,  I  (can)  get  the  girls  to  finish. 

Yesterday  was  communion  Sunday.  We  were  leaving  the  church  when 
Elmer  Jones  came  horseback  &  told  us  that  Percy's  stacks  were  on  fire. 
We  hurried  home  &  a  number  came  with  us.  His  flax  stack  was  burning, 
took  fire  they  think  from  spontaneous  combustion.  Mert  Knowles  staid 
with  the  children.  He  says  the  children  didn't  go  out.  Earl  has  a  swell¬ 
ed  neck.  They  have  taken  him  to  the  Doc  this  morning. 

Cady  I  got  so  far  yesterday,  wasn't  able  to  finish— am  better  this  morn¬ 
ing. 

The  Doc  says  nothing  serious  with  Earl.  It  rained  in  the  night  &  so  dark 
now.  We  had  the  same  rain  you  had  the  27  &  it  rained  Monday  too. 

I  suppose  I  was  writing  to  you  while  you  were  writing  to  me  the  27— 
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put  it  in  the  stove,  the  ink  was  so  blurred.  I  will  get  some  utensils  to 
write  with  &  will  be  stronger.  The  sweat  is  rolling  down  over  my  face 
while  I  write.  Today  is  Tuesday  &  I  want  this  ready  for  the  office.  Will 
get  Ruby  to  finish.

Monday  April  27  ’96 

Dear  Cady 

I  had  Ruby  write  for  me  last  week  &  Hiram  sent  a  draft  for  $10  I  un¬ 
derstood  it  was  all  he  owed  you.  Percy  spoke  about  you  waiting  until  he 
sheared  his  sheep.  You  must  write  just  what  you  want  done  &  we  will 
do  it.  Hiram  hired  ( borrowed )  to  pay  you  &  the  preacher  at  Clare.  Your 
father  sold  Ben  Sat.  to  Hanes  for  67/2  dollars  so  he  has  some  now  &  if  you 
must  have  he  will  have  to  lend.  He  owes  Baldwin  10  dollars.  He  is  work¬ 
ing  for  us.  Now  write  what  shall  be  done.  We  didn’t  hear  from  you  last 
week  I  excuse  it  for  you  must  be  very  busy.  But  don’t  forget  to  pray  no 
matter  what  the  rush.  We  see  through  a  glass  darkly,  But  then  face  to 
face. 

Mrs.  Whitman  died  yesterday  morning  at  9  o’clock,  she  will  be  buried 
to-morrow  at  10 

Bro.  Benedict  preached  for  the  Methodists  yesterday.  I  think  I  told 
you  that  they  held  in  the  Weaver  school-house.  The  South  church  is 
standing  in  the  road  above  Will  Morse’s.  They  can’t  move  it  It  isn’t  strong 
enough.  Your  father  and  I  were  the  only  Congregationalists  that  were 
there.  Bro.  Benedict  preached  on  the  Divinity  and  the  Humanity  of 
Christ.  I  am  glad  we  heard  him. 

I  hope  you  are  getting  along  with  your  work.  We  had  a  heavy  rain 
Saturday  night.  The  sheep  have  over  40  lambs  now. 

I  don’t  know  what  I  have  written  but  will  close.  Had  a  letter  from  Ali, 
she  said  Albion  had  a  poor  spell  Haven’t  heard  whether  Henry  has  re¬ 
turned  from  “Mossuri”  Lovingly

Monday  May  17  ’96 

Dear  Cady 

Its  a  sweet  morning  and  bright  after  the  rain.  The  papers  speak  of  the 
great  abundance  of  the  verdure  in  Iowa.  It  is  very  beautiful.  I  noticed 
the  maple  leaves  sprang  forth  in  one  week  to  two  thirds  their  growth.

I  believe  I  have  written 
the  last  of  the  week  mostly  so  when  you  went  into  town  you  would 
find  a  letter. 

Percy  wanted  me  to  tell  you  that  the  train  was  about  to  start  so  he 
wrote  the  best  he  could.  The  boys  both  said  they  would  write  to  you. 

A  Mr.  Grim  died  last  week  of  ruptured  blood  vessel  or  pneumonia, 
I  don’t  know  which.  He  played  baseball  last  Sunday. 

Terrol  preaches  for  the  Methodists  in  the  Weaver  school-house.  Draws 
large  crowds— I  would  leave  the  house  if  he  were  announced  to  preach 
before  me. 

Henry  &  Loie  also  Kenyons  were  to  be  here  Saturday,  didn’t  come. 

We  have  some  very  fine  paper  to  put  on  the  walls,  so  when  you  get 
here  we  will  look  quite  scrumpteous.  The  dogs  will  be  glad  to  see  you. 
Max  is  teaching  Judge  to  hunt  rabitts.  Your  father  is  through  seeding. 
Bro.  Marsh  makes  a  good  preacher  now.  We  hear  from  Alie  are  all  well. 
When  will  you  come  home? 

Monday  July  27  ’96 

Dear  Cady 

We  had  a  hurrycan,  a  tornado  or  a  small  cyclone  something  that  broke 
our  windmill,  broke  it  like  a  toy  &  pitched  it  across  the  gate  by  the  feed 
cooker,  tried  to  fall  on  its  head.  Its  all  smashed  up  will  need  a  new  tower. 
If  the  northwest  anchor  had  been  down  I  guess  it  would  have  stood.  This 
anchor  was  the  only  one  ( or  post )  I  should  say  is  the  only  one  pulled  up. 
The  others  are  as  firm  as  ever  “The  horse  shoe  nail  lost  the  battle”  you 
remember  the  story?  The  mill  would  have  been  standing  I  think  only  for 
the  one  post  for  the  mill  was  attached  to  the  pump,  pulled  up  pump  & 
pipe,  bent  the  first  link  which  is  still  attached  to  the  pump  and  the  pump 
to  the  mill.  All  for  neglect— 

Some  of  the  trees  that  the  woodpecker  had  worked  in  have  fallen  & 
Loie’s  cottonwood  is  without  a  top.  The  corn  is  down  bad.  We  will  hear 
more  about  damage  when  Percy  returns.  He  went  to  help  Clouse  drive 
the  lambs.  Clouse  staid  with  him  last  night.  Your  father  sold  him  all  the 
lambs. 

I  believe  you  wanted  to  know  what  the  lambs  cost  per  head,  can’t 
tell  till  your  father  returns.  John  Rowe’s  letter  can’t  be  found  or  I  would 
send  it.  They  will  probably  (be)  bought  for  one  per  head  or  will  cost 
that  when  they  arrive  here  freight  and  all.  John  said  they  had  no  rain 
across  the  river— I  will  tell  you  when  your  father  arrives.  Be  cautious  in 
your  trade.  I  wish  I  knew  what  to  advise. 
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So  much  rain,  our  boys  are  failing  to  get  up  their  crops  in  very  good 
shape. 

Ruby  staid  at  Mat  Reeds  last  night,  D  has  gone  for  her.  Henry  & 
Loie  were  down  &  I  sent  a  letter  by  them  to  mail  to  you.  Did  you  get  it? 
I  hope  you  can  make  a  desirable  trade. 

Several  other  mills  around  are  blown  down.  Percy  says  2  tell  Cady  the 
corn  is  all  flat.

Dear  Cady

O:  death. 

Reen  Tuleer  was  buried  in  Rutland  Sunday.  Died  of  malaria  fever. 
Haven’t  heard  further  particulars.  The  Weaverites  will  hold  a  District 
Convention  the  Eighteenth.  Maybe  you  can  be  around  then.  Loie  wants 
to  come  when  you  are  home. 

Our  folks  didn’t  get  much  going  to  the  woods  yesterday. 

‘Hard  times’  is  the  pass  word  every  where.  I  guess  people  will  live  just 
the  same. 

Wish  I  had  something  to  write.  Alie  seemed  to  be  all  right  in  her  last. 
Mr.  J.  was  away  to  Conference.  We  will  soon  begin  to  look  for  you.

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NOTES  ON  THE  ROWE  REUNIONS 

Henry  S.  Stone  recorded  the  first  of  these  meetings  and  I  quote  from 
his  records:  “Rowe  Picnic” 

July  15,  1928 

“This,  the  first  ‘get  together’  picnic  of  the  Rowe  family,  descendants 
of  Franklin  and  Mary  Noyes  (Rowe)  was  held  at  Emmetsburg,  Iowa, 
in  the  Westside  Park,  and  originated  from  a  desire  to  strengthen  the 
ties  of  kinship,  to  see  more  of  the  members  of  the  Rowe  clan  for  the  bet¬ 
terment  of  their  acquaintance.  It  seems  to  be  a  characteristic  of  the  old 
families  or  first  white  settlers  in  America,  to  become  widely  separated 
and  after  a  generation  or  two  to  lose  touch  with  other  members  of  the 
family  and  trace  of  part  of  the  generation  is  lost. 

“At  this  first  ‘get  together’  there  were  forty-five  present  at  the  dinner 
of  the  children  of  Franklin  Rowe  and  Mary  Noyes,  who  were  the  pioneers 
of  this  clan  in  Iowa,  there  were  present:

SECOND  ROWE  PICNIC 

July  4,  1930 

The  second  Rowe  picnic  was  held  on  July  4,  1930,  at  the  State  Park 
near  Ruthven,  Iowa.  Forty -four  were  present. 

Those  present  who  had  not  attended  the  previous  meetings  were: 
Alice  Rowe  Johnson,  daughter  of  Franklin  and  Mary  Rowe,  with  her 
husband  and  daughters,  Elvera  and  Geraldine,  coming  from  Ticonic, 
Iowa;  Kenneth  Rowe  and  wife  and  daughter,  Doris,  from  Lake  Park, 
Iowa;  and  Norman  Eugene  Dyvig  of  Humboldt  County,  Iowa. 

Following  the  picnic,  the  adults  visited  and  the  children  tested  their 
swimming  abilities.  Then  a  business  meeting  was  held.  Velma  Coffin 
was  appointed  temporary  chairman.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meet¬ 
ing  were  read  by  Edith  Sampson  and  approved.  She  also  told  of  letters 
received  from  Wendell  Johnson  and  Percy  Rowe.  A  letter  from  Morris 
Rowe  was  read.  A  unanimous  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  Henry  Stone 
for  work  looking  up  records  and  his  interest  in  putting  them  in  available 
form. 

As  all  present  were  in  favor  of  continuing  the  organization,  a  president 
and  secretary  were  chosen.  Lois  Stone  of  Humboldt  was  elected  president 
and  Velma  Coffin  of  Bradgate,  secretary. 

Henry  Stone  spoke  of  the  desirability  of  accurate  records  if  the  organi¬ 
zation  were  to  be  permanent  and  offered  to  supply  each  one,  who  would 
write  for  it,  a  copy  of  the  present  record. 

It  was  decided  to  meet  next  year  at  the  same  time  and  place  unless 
unforeseen  circumstances  made  a  change  necessary. 

July  4,  1931 

As  had  been  decided  the  previous  year,  plans  were  made  for  a  picnic 
to  be  held  on  the  above  date  at  the  State  Park  near  Ruthven.  A  goodly 
number  gathered  but  before  a  meeting  could  be  held  the  threatened  rain 
began  to  pour  and  the  disappointed  families  returned  to  their  homes.  In 
1932  the  failure  of  the  preceding  year  cast  its  shadow  on  new  plans  and 
during  the  financial  depression  it  was  hard  to  arouse  a  renewed  interest 
in  the  reunion  project.  War  and  gas  rationing  followed  and  death  claimed 
five  of  the  children  of  Franklin  and  Mary  Rowe,  leaving  only  Ruby  Rowe 
Keeney  Ebie  of  the  seven  children.  In  the  summer  of  1948,  Velma  Coffin 
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called  a  meeting  to  be  held  at  Storm  Lake,  Iowa,  on  Aug.  15,  and  the 
meetings  have  been  held  annually  since,  with  the  last  two  being  held 
at  Gull  Point  (Okoboji)  Shelter  House  on  the  second  Sunday  in  August 
which  is  the  time  and  place  fixed  for  the  1956  meeting.  Of  course,  all  of 
the  Rowe  family  members,  whether  by  birth  or  marriage,  are  urged  to 
attend.
